Falls Iron works has In contemplation tha 
construction of what ho chooses to term a 
horsecycle, wheroby a horee can propel n 
four wheeled vehicle on ordinary ground 
at the rate of cue mile In 69 seconds. The 
proposed machine can be made ID two 
forms, either one of which Mr. Woodbury 
thinks will fill the bill. 


The first is iu the form of au ordinary 


buggy.. Instead of being hitched ahead, 
the horse will occupy a position between 
the four wheels and operate a sort of tread- 
mill. 
Should the velooitiy bo so great as 


to attract too much air, then It is proposed 
to inclose the entire machine—horse, rider 
and all—in a whalabaclt or torpedo cut 
shell, the propelling operation to remain 
the same. The seat of the rider will bo 
directly hnhind or above the hone. Pres- 
ident Woodbury is so confident of success 
tlint he is willing to liaok his bonds against 
silver that n mile can be made in 50 sec- 
onds or better.

novel one, and if It should prove a success, 
will undoubtedly be a world breaker in 
records for fast traveling.—Great Falla 
(Mon.)

committee on dress, she said, in part: 
"The increasing interest in the move- 
ment to secure a more rational dress 
for women is attested by the constant 
demands for assistance from all parts 
of the country and from foreign coun- 
tries. A circular addressed to teachers, 
calling their attention to their oppor- 
tunities for disseminating our princi- 
ples and furnishing them with practi- 
cal suggestions i'or talks upon hygienic 
and artistic dress, is now in prepara- 
tion. 
We aim to secure model gowns. 


Whether the agitation of the dress 
question made possible the general 
adoption of the wheel costume, or 
whether we ore to look upon the lat- 
ter as our most important ally, matters 
little, but the almost total absence of 
criticism on the part of the public upon 
even the most radieial cycling costume 
illustrates the truth of this declaration, 
made by advocates of dress reform:
